Polaris  falls  I Florida  hit

A test  firing  of  a ' British 
Polaris  missile  off  the  coast  of 
Florida  foiled  yestenday  with  the 
missile  plraigiag  into  the  $ca 
short  of  the  target  area.

Penlee:  How  £3m  trust  avoided  tax 


The  trustees  of  the  Penlee 
lifeboat  disaster  tend  still  boast 
that  it  was  one  of  the  few 
disaster  funds  that  did  not 
become  a disaster  itself  (Ci^ 
Seton  writes).  Less  than  tune 
months  after  eight  lifeboatmen 
died  going  to  the  aid  of  a 
strid^  coaster,  their  grieving 
feniilies  foared  more  vhaTi  £3 
million. 

An  appral  for  the  dependants 
started  at  a church  memorial 
service  a few  hours  after  the 
Cornish  lifeboatmen  died  in 
mountainous  seas  on  the  night 
of  December  19, 1981. 

Because  it  was  oriy  a few 
days  before  Christmas  and, 
pe^ps,  because  tiie  British 
especially  admire  the  selfless 
bravery  of  lifd>oatmen,  the 
response  to  the  appeal  was 
inunediate  and  huge. 


The  fund  was  to  become 
notable  not  just  for'  the  large 
-sum  of  money  it  collected,  but 
. also  because  it  overcame  'com- 
plicated charity  and  taxation 
law  to  ensure  that  almost  eve^ 
penny  went  to  the  femilies  in 
accordance  with  the  wifoes  of 
those  who  donated. 

Ten  trustees  were  appointed, 
mainly  ■ civic  leaders,  local 
’‘worthies”,  RNLI  representa- 
tives and  a doctor  from,  the 
fishing  vplla^  of  Mouafoole 
where  the  lifeboatmen  li'ved. 
Although  they  distributed 
£2,000  to  each  of  the  eight 
dependant  femilies.  it  was 
already  banning  to  dawn  on 
the  trustees'  foat  Britain's 
charity  laws  were  a nightmare. 

Mr  John  Moore,  chief  execu- 
tive of  Penwith  District  Council 
who  acted  as  coordinator  fbr  the

The  plan  to  tom  70  square 
miles  of  the  Peutland  Hills  into 
a regional  pvk-irill  come 
before  a public  inquiry  opening 
in  Edinburgh  tomorrow.

Edinburgh  city  centre,  under 
the  Countryside  (Scotland)  Act, 
15167.  The  coim^  will  provide 
paths,  car  parking  and  greater 
access  and  would  encourage  the 
public  to  use  the  area. 

The  proposals  have  draw-n  a 
hostQe  reactiOQ  from  the 
National  Farmers*  Union, 
which  will  argue  that  since 
the  pnblk  alre^y  has  access, 
a regional  p^  that  could 
threaten  farming  activity  is 
niueoessary. 

Mr  David  Alexander,  chair- 
man of  Lothian  planning 
committee  and  one  of  the  mam 
soppoiters  of  a r^ional'park, 
said  that  tbe  council  had  many 
complaints  abont  damage  by 
visitors  in  tbe  Pientlands. 
Designation  would  allow  the 
corni^  to  manage  land  nse  and 
to  repair  any  damage. 

The  Scottish  O^ce  has 
reedved  70  objections  to  the 
plan,  which  wonld  absorb  the 
North  Pentlands  Coontry  Park.

British  Airways  may  be 
forced  to  change  its  Super-$hui- 
Ue  advenisments  after  com- 
plaints tiiat  it  fails  to  provide 
proper  back-up  service. 

(Ate  of  tbe  shuttle's  attrac- 
tions is  that  the  airline  promises 
to  take  everyone  who  turns  up 
for  a flight,  even  if  it  means 
putting  on  a second  aircraft  to 
carry  one  person. 

But  Mr  Anthony  Steen,  MP 
for  South  Hams,  w'ho  claims 
that  he  has  r^ularly  arrix-ed  for 
the  Manchester  shuttle  and 
been  forced  to  wait  for  the  next 
flight,  has  complained  to  the 
Advertising  Standards  .Auth- 
ority that  the  advenisments 
w-ere  misleading. 

British  .Airways  denied  the 
claims  at  the  weekend  and  said 
that  13  back-up  flighis  were 
provided  in  the  past  year  for 
just  one  passenger. 

It  said  it  had  given  an 
e.xplanation  lo  ihc  advenising 
authority,  which  was  satisfied 
and  the  advenismeni  was  lo 
continue  until  the  scries  came 
to  an  end. 

Howex'cr,  the  authority  said 
yesterday:  “We  are  in  dis- 
cussion with  the  advertisers  and 
the  matter  is  not  conclued".

Cairo  judge 
rules  1,001 
Nights 
is  obscene 

Cgin  (AP)  - A Muslim  judge 
yester^  ruled  obscene  parts 
of  nnexporgated  editions  of  The 
Thousand  and  One  A'igAfj. 
fined  the  publiahcn  and 
dfstribnton  and  ordered  3,000 
confiscated  copies  lo  be 
destroyed. 

The  case  has  caused  uproar 
among  Egypeiu  scholars  and 
intellectuals,  who  argue  as 
a worid-renowned  classic  The 
Thousand  and  One  Nights 
should  not  be  censored.  Sev^ 
fear  that  its  outcome  could  lead 
to  the  Government  tampering 
with  other  literary  classics. 

Judge  Ahmed  ci-Hoasainy. 
whose  coiiit  handles  minor  vice 
cases,  said  the  defendants  may 
appeal  within  XO  days  and  that 
his  decision  would  not  be  a 
legal  precedent  even  for  cases 
involring  the  editions  be  ruled 
obsccoe. 

Egypt's  Intnior  Ministry 
had  confiscated  the  books  and 
charged  a pnbUsber  and  three 
booksellers  with  violations  of 
pornomaphy  laws  by  printing, 
importing  and  distribDtiiv 
them. 

Judge  ei-Hossainy  fined  the 
three  main  defendants, 
publisher  Hnssein  Sobaih  and 
booksellers  Hussein  Labib 
el-Z«ny  and  Mohammed 
Rashad.  the  maximnm  500 
Egyptian  pounds  (about  £300). 
The  copies  snzed  fnnn  them 
were  printed  in  Beirut,  and 
Sobaih's  printing  plates  were 
also  ordered  destroyed. 

A third  bookseller.  Tbabet 
abdel-Rahim.  who  had  only  a 
handful  of  copies,  was  fined 
£E100. 

Brigadier  .Adly  el-Kosheiry, 
head  of  the  Interior  Ministry 
dcUnqocnts  department,  says 
that  the  book  is  not  a classic 
but  a threat  to  Egyptian  youth. 

“There  is  no  known  author.** 
he  said  recently.  “Gier  the 
years,  each  publisher  has 
added  what  he  wants  to  sell 
more  copies  and  attract  more 
readers. 

“The  book  is  not  part  of  our 
heritage.  Even  if  it  were,  any 
part  of  our  heritage  that 
iucludes  di^'  vrords  should  be 
locked  up  in  a museum  and  an 
expurgated  version  should  be 
made  available  to  the  youth.**

Kidnaps  highlight  bitter 
sectarian  divide 
in  eastern  Sri  Lanka

prspite  the  activities  of 
middle-ciass  peace  committees 
relations  between  the  Tamil  and 
Muslim  inhabitants  of  Sri 
Lanka's  eastern  province  are 
becoming  increasingly  bitter. 

Tamil  hooligans  > unlikely  to 
have  been  associated  with  the 
extremist  ^errilla  bands  oper- 
ating in  the  area,  according  to 
local  inhabitants  - kidnapped 
four  Muslim  youths  at  the 
weekend.  In  return.  Muslims 
stopped  a Colombo-bound  bus 
in  a Muslim  vjlla^  and  look  off 
IS  Tamil  men.  including  two 
graduate  engineers. 

There  has  been  pressure  from 
both  sides  on  the  wung  men  of 
the  area  but  the  four  Muslims 
have  not  been  released  and 
there  are  fears  they  have  been 
killed.  .Although  some  of  the 
kidnapped  bus  p^ngers  es- 
caped and  told  police  where  the 
others  arc  being  kept,  police 
have  felt  unable  to  act  until  they 
can  gain  the  release  of  the 
Muslims. 

These  incidents  follow  almost 
3 month  of  killing  and  violence 
between  the  two  communities 
in  which  4.000  or  more  homes 
have  been  damaged  and  shops 
and  businesses  burnt  and 
looted.  E^‘cn  though  the  worst  is 
over,  there  arc  still  20,000 
people  in  temporary  refugee 
camps  in  churches,  schools  and 
temples. 

At  the  same  time  the  Tamils 
arc  terrified  by  the  so-called 
police  commandos,  a special 
task  force  trained  by  former 
S.AS  members,  whom  they 
accuse  of  unrestrained  killing  of 
young  men.

Caution  greets  Canberra  cuts

The  Australian  business 
community  has  generally  wel- 
comed the  Federal  Govern- 
mem's  mini-budget  which  trim- 
med more  than  SA  1,300  million 
(about  £705  million)  from 
Canberra's  spending. 

The  economic  statement  to 
Pariiament  by  Mr  Paul  Keating, 
the  Treasurer,  left  lew  areas 
untouched.  Those  affected  ^ 
cuts  include  child  care,  fomily 
allowances  for  students,  benefits 
for  veterans  and  community 
employment  programmes. 

The  mini-budget,  introduced 
last  Tuesday,  designed  to 
persuade  business  and  overseas 
investors  that  the  Government 
had  the  necessary  resolve  to 
push  through  unpopular  de- 
cisions, as  well  as  give  Canberra 
the  benefit  of  any  savings  over  a 
full  year  rather  than  uait  for  the 
traditional  budget  announce- 
ment in  AugusL 

cautiously  welcoming 
the  attempt  to  reduce  the 
budget  deficit,  the  business 


community  was  dismayed  by 
the  Labor  administration's 
commitment  to  support  full 
wage  indexation  rather  than  ask 
the  Arbitration  Commission  to 
discount  the  inflationary  effects 
of  the  decision  to  float  the 
Austraiian  dollar. 

The  Confederation  of  Austra- 
lian Industry  said  any  benefits 
from  the  cuts  had  been  n^ted 
by  the  commitment  to  full  wage 
indexation.

Receiver’s  liability  for  salaries 


Refusal  of  samples  is  corroboration 


Niroll  T Cutts 

Before  Lord  Justice  O'Connor  and 
Lord  Justice  Dillon 
[Judgment  delivered  May  8] 

Where  a debenture  holder 
exercised  its  power  under  a 
debenture  issued  b>'  a company  to 
appoint  a rcceiror  and  manager  for 
the  companv  to  realize  the 
company’s  assets,  Ae  receiver  and 
manager  was  net  personally  liable 
for  the  salary  of  any  of  the 
company's  employees  whose  em- 
ployment he  bM  allowed  to 
continue  after  his  appointment,  and 
accordingly  such  an  employee  could 
not  claim  priority  ovri  the 
debenture  holder  in  resp.ii  his 
unpaid  salary  for  the  period 
Ibllowing  the  rceei%‘er’s  appoint- 
ment. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  held  in  a 
reserved  judgment,  dismissing  an 
app^  by  the  plaintiff  Mr  Walter 
Lvon  Gordon  Nicoll,  from  a 
decision  of  Noningham  County 
Court  (iud^  Hcald)  on  February 
29.  19S4  that  Ae  defendant,  Mr 
William  Noel  Cutts,  the  receiver 
and  manager  of  Noeorrode  Ltd 
appointed  by  the  company’s  bank 
under  the  terms  of  a debenture 
issued  to  it  by*  Ae  company,  was  not 
personally  liable  for  uie  difference 
between  Ac  salary  due  to  Ae 
plaintifTas  managing  director  of  Ac 
company  from  the  dale  of  Ae  first, 
receiver's  appointment  to  the  date 
uf  his  dismissal,  and  sums  received 
by  him  from  tbe  Redundancy  Fund

BefiDre  the  Bessemer  blast  iumace,  steel  was 
so  expensive  and  rare  it  might  have  been 


It  was  made  by  ai.  long,  complicated  process, 
using  die  oxygen  in  the  iron  ore  to  bum  away  all 
the  carbon  ftom  cast  , iron,  and  then  putting 
someof  the  carbon  back  again. 

Henry  Bess«nei>tried  adding  the  oxygen  di- 
recdy,  wilh.a  bbet  of  air.

(here  n-as  a heavy  pause  on  the 
line.  “You  know  how  difficult  it 
is  10  say  anything  about  painting 
- you  Teel  the  images  themselves. 
Well  somehow  ihat*s  all  there  is  to  say.” 
Nevertheless  Francis  Bacon  agreed  to 
meet  us  on  sue  that  afternoon,  at  the 
installation  of  his  retrospective  at  the 
T,ite  Gallery,  which  opens  on  Wednes- 
day. 

It  is  23  years  since  Bacon  had  a 
substantial  show  in  this  country  - the 
last  was  also  at  the  Tale.  The  idea  this 
lime  is  to  build  an  exhibition  around  the 
iriptychs  - a format  where  three  panels 
hang  together  as  one  picture  - that 
Bacon  has  used  since  the  banning  for 
many  significance  works. 

or  the  120  or  more  works  gathered 
for  the  show,  most  are  from  the  last  20 
years.  It  is  the  ultimate  test  - the  recent 
paintings  will  be  put  up  against  the  best 
of  the  early  work.  The  arrangement  of 
(he  exhibition,  rising  to  a crescendo  in 
the  last  of  the  1 3 rooms,  leaves  no  doubt 
as  to  the  confidence  of  the  curator.

The  exhibition  opens  with  a sharp 
kick  in  the  fbee  - confrontii^  the 
entrance  will  hang  “Three  Studies  for 
Figures  at  the  Base  of  a Crucifixion", 
1 944.  The  figures  arc  the  Eumenides  - 
nightmare  ghouls,  more  beast  than 
human,  twisting  and  craning  their 
stumped,  tubular  necks,  contorti^  their 
voracious  jaws  into  savage  grimaces. 
Painted  wlicn  Bacon  was  35.  (Jiis  is  the 
earliest  work  he  acknowledges.  Others 
from  this  period  have  been  all  but 
exorcized  from  memory. 

Accustomed  to  paint  with  the  first 
light  in  his  South  Kensington  studio  - a 
few  rooms  where  he  lives  and  works 
secret^  up  a dusty  staircase  in  one  of 
those  industrial  mew  enclaves  that 
divide  the  smart  stucco  squares  - 
Bacon's  highly  disciplined  lifratyle  has 
changed  little  over  the  years.  He  still 
i^uents  the  Soho  bars  where  he  has 
drunk  champagne  for  over  40  years  - 
only  the  vinta^  and  credit,  have  got 
better. 

When  he  first  joined  the  Mariborou^ 
Gall^  in  1958  tl^  were  alarmed  at  his 
profligaie  gamblii^  Now  it  scarcely 
matters.  At  Sotheby's  in  New  York  this 
month,  a landscape  ("Landscape  near 
Malabata.  Tangier”  1963,  hung  in  the 
exhibition)  sold  to  a private  collector  for 
$475,000,  breaking  Bacon's  previous 
auction  record. 

Bacon,  punctu^  to  the  dot,  strolls 
into  the  gidlery  as  if  h were  a restaurant, 
ignoring  his  pictures  propped  iinoomfor- 
tably  against  the  walls.  He  is  dressed 
with  a dapper,  studied  carelessness  - a 
double-breasted  grey  suit,  button-down 
collar,  a raincoat  folded  over  one  arm. 
His  adless  bouing  is  dwarfed  by  that 
remarkaUe  head:  it  resembles  nothing 
so  much  as  an  owl's  - feathers  puffed 
out  chuffily,  eyes  hooded  and  with  an 
uncanny  abUi^  to  pursue  and  trap  with 
their  roving  gaze. 

**Well.  these  are  really  the  first 


slapped  down  by  the  bloodied  charnel 
house  of  "Three  Studies  for  a Cruci- 
fixion 1 962”  - a triptych  finished  just  in 
time  for  the  last  Tate  show  and 
containing  many  elements  taken  up  in 
the  triptychs  of  the  later  1960s. 
Undaunted  Bacon  smiles.  "I  love  the 
right  hand  one  most",  pointing  to  the 
halting  carcass,  its  humanoid  head 
twisting  up  to  bite  its  own  body.  It  is 
one  of  the  f^  images  for  which  Bacon 
has  given  a direct  historical  reference  - 
to  Cimabue's  Crucifiuon. 

He  explained  the  connection  in  his 
work  between  carcass  and  crucifixion. 
"If  you  go  into  one  of  those  big 
butcher's  shops,  especially  Harrods  - it 
is  not  to  do  with  mortality  like  lots  of 
people  think,  but  it's  to  do  with  the 
colour  of  meat  The  colour  of  meat  is  so 
powerful,  so  beautiful  really.”  An  image 
spri^  irrepressibly  to  mind  of  Bacon 
lurking  in  the  Food  Halls,  staring  out 
from  avenues  of  meal  hooki  and  with  it 
a photograph  taken  by  his  great  fiiend 
John  Drakin.  of  Bacon,  his  head  flanked 
by  sides  of  meat  like  one  of  his  own 
popes.  "Yes,  jthat  was  rather  amusing.  It 
was  publish^  in  Vogue,  you  Imow.**

Gesturing  to  the  blank  wall  where  the 
first  triptych  will  hang,  he  said;  "I 
showed  this  first  at  the  LeFevre  gallery 
in  '46.  Then  everybody  absolutely 
loathed  those,  really  hated  them.  I think 
they  hale  them  now.  1 did  think  I was 
going  to  do  a whole  crucifixion  - these 
were  going  to  be  the  images  around  the 
base,  but  I never  did  the  rest  ofiL” 

This  was  not  the  first  time  he  had 
merged  ihe  crucifixion  with  the  Greek 
tragedies.  “They  are  much  more 
interesting  than  the  crucifixion.  1 
haven't  got  religious  beliefe.  never  at 
any  I'me.  But  1 used  the  crucifixion  as 
an  armature  on  which  to  hai^  all  kinds 
of  emotions.  1 haven't  used  it  for  years 
and  years.  1 don't  use  it  at  all  now,  1 
couldn't.” 

We  are  steered  briskly  tlirough  a 
dimly  lit  room  liaunted  by  the  popes 
drenched  in  black  and  purple,  screaming 
and  staring  from  the  floor.  "With 
Rembrandt,  Velazquez  is  one  of  the 
very  very  greatest  painters  and  1 was 
always  very  attracted  by  the  paintings  be 
did  of  the  Pope.  In  a way  1 rather  regret 
the  things  1 did  of  it  because  it's  such  a 
remaikafole  tUng.  really  one  should 
have  j ust  left  it  alone.”  , 

Emersipg  fivm  the  ^pal  drama  is 
like  coming  up  for  air  - only  to  be 


think  of  anything  going  on  around  you, 
think  how  raw  it  all  is.  How  can  you 
make  anything  more  raw  than  that?” 

As  if  on  cue  we  turn  to  (ace  the 
hunched  figure  of  Van  Gogh,  black  and 
sliadowy,  as  if  he  bad  Imn  evaporated 
by  the  searing  sun  ravaging  the 
landscape  with  energized  sweeps  of  red 
and  yellow. 

"1  think  he's  such  an  astonishing 
painter.  These  came  about  when  I was 
having  a show  at  the  Hanover  Gallery  - 
it  was  one  of  those  times  wfoen  I had  a 
completely  blank  period,  I couldn't 
think  what  to  do.  1 draded  on  a series  of 
these  ones  of ‘Van  Gogb  on  the  Road  to 
Tarascon*.  The  0119^  painting  had 
disappeared,  it  was  bomb^  in  the  last 
war.  I always  particularly  liked  that  Van 
Gogh.  So  I did  these  pamringg  about  it, 
very  quickly  in  about  three  weeks.  I 
often  regret  them  redly.” 

Bacon  once  lived  in  Monte  C^o, 
where  the  night-life  and  gambling  made 
it  difficult  for  him  to  work.  "But  it  was 
one  of  those  fortunate  things.  I paint  on 
the  reverse  side  of  the  canvas.  It  started 
in  Monte  C^lo  when  I had  run  out  of 
canvas  and  I hadn’t  got  the  money  to 
buy  more,  Pd  lost  it  all  at  the  casino.  So 
I changed  a canvas  to  the  opposite  side 
to  won  on  the  back  and  I found  it 
worked  much,  much  better  on  the 
unprimed  side  of  the  canvas,  the  pastel 
holds  very  well  to  that  rough  texture.” 

In  the  presence  of  his  early  work 
Bacon  shi^  edgily  as  if  trappy  in  a 
foreign  country.  QuickeniM  the  pace  he 
lea^  us  on  to  the  mid  196w  - where  he 
has  left  bdiind  the  props  of  the  past,  the 
popes  and  Van  Go|^  confident  enou^ 
in  his  own  mastery  to  tackle  the  human 
condition  in  more  every  day  guises.  It  is 
the  world  siardng  firom  about  this  time 
that  Bacon  himself  profers.  "I  know  a 


lot  of  people  don't  think  it  but  I just  feel 
things  get  a bit  better  with  age.  Perhaps 
not  but  I feel  they're  better  the  later 
one.” 

The  tour  becomes  a sort  of  hide  and 
seek  as  Bacon  stalks  ahead.  "This  one 
warns  you  never  to  go  into  a sleepi^ 
car.”  He  smiles  drily  at  the  carnage  in 
the  centre  panel. 

“Those  two  have  been  in  Chicago  but 
one  of  the  praple  in  the  committee 
didn't  like  the  idea  of  the  penis  showing.

Three  views  - like  stills  from  a 
movie  look  through  an  open  door  into  a 
sufiocatingly  dark  room.  (>n  the  left  the 
figure  is  ruined  on  the  lavatory,  on  the 
r^t  the  grai^ess  nude  heaves  over  the 
b»irL  in  the  centre  liis  fe«  is  a lurid, 
fleshy  red  in  the  harsh  glare  of  the  bare 
bulb,  the  soot  black  spills  out  of  the 
room  into,  the  corridor  in  a bat-shaped 
shadow,  homed  and  satanic. 


The  • tenderness  evident  in  this 
painting-  of  George  Dyer  is 
banished  from  the  tactual  tone  ol 
bis  voice.  "This  picture  - it  is  of 
somebody  - a great  fried  of  mine.  When 
I had  a show  in  Paris  in  '71  he 
committed  suidde  He  was  found  on  the 
lavatory  like  that  and  he  was  sick  into 
the  b^n.  And  I suppore  in  so  ftir  as  my 
pictures  are  ever  any  kii^  of  illustration 
this  comes  as  iclose  as  any  to  a kind  ol 
narrative.” 

Bacon  has  been*  said  to  work  without 
ever  thinking  of  gn  audience.  "1  really 
work  to  try  and  excite  myself.  I never 
expected  my  work  to  sell  at  ^ I do  sell 
bits  but  not  with  any  ease.  I always 
though  Fd  have  to  take  some  other  kind 
of  job  but  1 think  I'm  very  lucky  that  I 


can  live  by  something  that  obsesses  me 

to  try  and  da  That  is  lucky,  isn’t  it?” 

Arranged  along  one  wall  are  four 
figureless  landscapes  - a rare  subject  for 
Bacon.  In  one,  water  splashes  out  across 
a surreal,  industrial-lookiBg  landscape. 
"When  I did  this  I just  mixed  the 
colours  in  a pail  of  water  and  threw  it  on 
like  that  I had  meant  it  to  be  a wave 
breaking  but  it  didn’t  turn  into  that.  I 
had  to  turn  it  into  a jet  of  water.”  Some 
of  the  marks  "just  .came”  - but  others, 
were  done  with  *^me  pushing  and 
scraping”. 

• Next  to  it  is  "Sand  Dune”.  A hot, 
dusty  cloud  obscures  a rimilar  land- 
scape. "l^s  was  sprayed  on  and  a lot  of 
it  was  paint^  with  dust  fixnn  the  floor  - 
that  la^  forever.  After  all  where  I live 
it’s  absolutdy  surrounded  with  dusL 
Wherever  1 live  becomes  appalling 
disorder  at  once.  For  some  reason  I find 
I can  work  much  easier  with  chaos 
around  me.” 

In  recent  years  Bacon  has  done  a 
remaikahte  number  of  self-portraits.  As 
he  confronts  a'  triptych  of  heads,  little 
over  life  and  arnmged  in  a tow  like 
mug-shots,  the  likeness  is  startfing: 
load^  swoops  of  white  carve  the  line  of 
the  no^  merging  contour  with  tace. 
Examining  our  reactions.  Bacon,  re- 
marks, "Shaving  in  the  mirror  every 
day,  looking  at  oneseU^  doing  one’s  hair 
or  anything  - you  have  a very  good  idea. 
I only  do  seU^portraits  when  I have  no 
one  else  to  da  I hate  doing  self-por- 
traits. Probably  tl^  don't  look  anyfhmg 
like  me  but  there  it  is.” 

He  diverts  our  attention  to  his 
friends,  the  small  cast  of  characters 
whose  taces  he  knows  almost  as  well  as 
his  own.  He  has  painted  them 
repeatedly  since  he  first  started  naming 
portahs  as  such  in  the  eariy  19305.  He 
glances  down  at  Isabel  Rawsthome:  "In 
a deformed  way  it's  qmte  like  her.  She 
was  a great  fiiend  of  Giacometti’s.  A lot 
of  the  very  eaiiy  things  Giacometti  did 
are  about  hCT.  &meb^y  with  fantastic 
vitality”. 

What  bad  the  effect  of  die  camera 
been  on  portraiture?  "The  only  real 
thing  now  is  to  malce  not  just  an 
illustration  of  the  person,  but  an  image 
of  them.”  The  powerfiil  profile  of 
Murid  Belcha,  the  (^een  of  foe  Colony 
Room  who  ruled  Soho  with  her- serrated 
wit,  twists  in  the  paint.  Mention  of  her 
name  prompts  Bacon:  "These  gha^y 
English  laws,  you  can't  have  a drink, 
can't  do  anything.  Do  you  think  th^U' 
ever  change  them?  1 don't  think  so  - the 
church  stop  them,  you.  can  be 
certain.  I can.  take  yon  up  to  that  awful- 
Colony  Room,  if  you  like?” 

We  hailed  a to  Dean  Street  and 
Bacon  led  the  way  up  the  dark  green 
stairs,  la  the  smoky  mirrored  room 
hung  with  mementoes  of  foe  artists  who 
frequent  it,  the  buzz  was  all  about  his 
opening.  The  whole  club,  it  seemed,  had 
bwD  invited  to  dine  at  foe  Tate.

- as  it  is)  and  plan  strafegies  for 
the  year  2000.  At  the  same  time, 
a forum  is  being  held  which 
4.0W  non-govemmental  rep- 
,pr  rcseniatives  (or  otfinaiy  mor- 
tals)  may  attend. 

The  decade  has  a convention 
which  calls  tor  equal  r^ts 
through  legiriation,  pot^ve 
action  and  a varied  of  pnyects. '

In  1981,  the  Convention  of  the 
Elimination  of  all  forms  of 
IMscrimination  i^ainst  Women 
came  into  force  haring  been 
approved  by  the  UN's  General 
Assembly.  The  emwention  calls 
for  eqoal  r^ts  in  all  fields, 
poUticaL  sodal,  economic 
ferongh  national  legation; 

, poritive  action  and  special 
i projects.  So  fiv  56  conntries 
hare  ratified  the  convention;  so 
fhr,  Itaitsin  has  not.

.A  foRtti^t  of  spectacularly 
bad  news  lias  left  me  reding 
from  high-speed  disaster  trau- 
ma. Tbe  ^mpioms  ^ uumN 
ness,  nausea  and  weeping. 

In  a week  when  I was  trying 
to  ignore  fee  recalled  horrors  of 
the  Second  World  War,  four 
young  bin’s  were  swept  to  their 
deaths  on  cliffs  at  Land's  End, 
childiTO  in  a Swiss  swimming 
pool  were  crushed  and  trapped 
by  an  enormous  concrete  slab 
^ling  on  to  toem,  and  there 
was  the  fire  at  Bradford:  no 
iiightmare  left  unturned. 

I don't  know  who  I am 
weeping  for.  1 suspect  it  must  be 
for  m>'self  and  for  those  I love 
because  it  wasn't  me  or  them 
but  h could  have  been  and 
mi^iyetbe. 

Tbe.  victims  are  no  more  real 
to  me  than  the  victims  in 
fictional  drama,  but  this  wasn't 
fiction.  Tliere  was  no  escaping 
fee  reality  of  these  dramas. 

There  -was  no  getting  away 
fiiom  fee  pain  of  the  survivors 
and  fee  b>'standers.  ‘Yhe  sea 
couldn’t  have  taken  four  better 
boys",  said  the  headmaster  of 
Stoke  Poges  Middle  School  who 
had  taken  the  children  to  Land's 
End.  “I  suppose  he  was  too  nice 
a boy  to  live",  said  a mother  of 
her  lost  child. 

These  were  people  who.  like 
me.  had  assumed  that  the  newa 
was  alwaya  about  other  people. 
Their  grief  was  unbearable  to 
watch.  But  I did  watch. 

As  a consumer  of  news  I 
could  have  chosen  not  to  see, 
hear  or  read  it,  but  I didn’L  The 
awful  compunction  to  know 
every  sii^e  detail  is  a way  of 
wardii^  it  off,  1 suppose.  And 
there  is  a sense  of  duty.  You 
have  to  confront  horrors  to  deal 
writh  them,  to  Stop  than  ever 
happening  ^in. 

Tiag^ies  which  send  waves 
of  media-induced  grief  and  guilt 
across  the  nation,  or  for  feat 
matter  tbe  world,  are  always 
confronted  and  while  the 
confitintii^  goes  on,  those  who 
have  buried  their  dead  must 
cany  on  as  anyone  who  is 
bereaved  must  keep  §oing-  The 
publicity  given  to  theu-  personal 
tragedy  makes  it  no  easier  to 
bear. 

In  Aberfon.  where  a slag  heap 
nunbled  down  on  to  the  village 
in  Oaober  1966,  smothering 
the  school  and  taking  144  lives, 
fee  grief-stricken  were  hardly 
aware  of  fee  public  gaze.  They 
were  so  submerged  in  their  grief 
that  they  didn't  notice  fee  rest 
of  the  world  was  there  too, 
wratching  and  wiping  away  tears 
of  their  own. 

There  are  peopie  in  Aberfan 
whose  chDdren  perished  and 
who  had  never  seen  the 
televirion  coverage  until  it  was 
shown  a couple  of  years  ago. 
and  then  they  relived  iL  Next 
year  all  the  old  footage  will 
come  out  for  a replay  on  fee 
Twentieth  Anniversary  of  a 
Tragedy.  What  is  the  point? 

After  19  years  they  have  put 
the  honor  behind  them.  Their 
community  is  strong  and  solid, 
bonded  by  an  immense  shared 
sorrow  which  will  never  be 
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forgotten  but  had  to  be 
absorbed.  .A  community  centre 
and  a shimming  pool  were  built 
from  the  £1.25  million  trust 
fund.  They  are  tributes  to  the 
lixTs  that  had  to  go  on  as  well  as 
those  which  were  lost. 

In  Aberfan,  as  io  Bradford 
and  Stoke  Pt^cs.  people  have 
had  to  deal  uith  the  real  thing, 
not  pictures  of  the  real  thing. 

It  is  templing  to  argue  that 
disaster  stories  ought  to  be 
censored  or  somehow  moder- 
ated because  the)'  cause  so 
much  pain  and  pander  to 
something  base . in  us.  But  1 
can't 

Public  good  must  oulurigh 
private  pain,  and  the  dismal 
truth  it  that  tragedies  which 
grab  laigc  audiences  lead  to 
action.  No  other  village  will 
suffer  the  same  fate  as  Aberfan. 
the  working  party  set  up  alter 
Bradford  will  see  that  spectator 
stands  across  the  country  arc 
fireproofed,  and  surely  some- 
thing will  be  done  at  Land's  End 
to  keep  sightseers  out  of  danger. 

What  is  u-icked  is  that  there 
have  to  be  tragedies  for 
remedies  to  be  found,  ^^'hat  is 
beyond  comprehension  is  that 
warnings  were  ignored  in 
Aberfan,  in  Switzerland  and.  it 
seems,  in  Bradford. 

No  one  did  anything  because 
the  dangers  weren't  immediate 
enough.  It's  no  use  blaming  the 
poor  Stoke  Poges  headmaster. 
Why  wasn't  there  a fence 
between  the  children  and  death? 

I know  wh;^'.  This  is  fee  age  of 
a grisly  refrain  which  somehow 
matches  its  grisly  news.  No 
deaths,  no  action.  It's  a rule. 
You  ran  even  find  it  on  your 
own  doorstep. 

A few  people  in  my  neigh- 
bourhood tried  to  get  a p^- 
estrian  crossing  painted  on  to  a 
hazardous  junction  but  the  local 
official  in  charge  of  crossings 
ruled  it  out  He  said  the  corner 
wasn't  hazardous  enou^ 
When  asked  when  it  might  be, 
he  told  them:  when  there  had 
been  a fatality  or  two. 

It  wasn't  his  fault.  There  has 
to  be  some  standard  for  danger. 

1 don't  suppose  fee  cameras 
will  be  around  to  catch  the 
death  of  the  child  who  goes 
under  the  wheels  of  a speed^g 
car  on  my  road.  Should  there 
be.  1 know  the  foot^  would 
make  me  sick  and  I would  cry 
and  feel  numb.  But  there  would 
be  action. 

Shattering  thou^  higb-ispeed 
horror  news  is,  unsarvoury 
though  the  voyeurism  oci  grief 
may  be,  seeing  is  believing.

This  holy  mission,  some  secret 
poUce  efrken  seem  to  belicye.  is  to 
act  not  oof}’  as  ibe  watchdog  of  the 
nation  but  also  of  the  party.  If  the 
Conununisi  Par^  slwis  to  stray, 
starts  to  seek  dirimeresied  accom- 
modation with  the  Roman  Calholic 
Church,  does  not  try  to  stamp  out 
the  evib  of  private  business  and 
pfri-aie  friming.  tdeiates  an  uoder- 
grouod  cttltuns.  then  it  is  for  true 
briievTng  socialhis  to  act. 

That  was  part  of  foe  logic  behind 
the  meo  who  killed  Father  Popie- 
luszko.  And  it  may  go  some  way 
towards  exptaining  foe  dozens  of 
mysterious  "hicidenis"  reported  by 
Solidari^'  in  tecem  years:  48-hour 
kktnappuQs.  unexpiMned  break-ins. 
bearings  that  have  b^dlen  union 
sympaiUzers.  The  poUoe  repeatedly 
de^'  any  coonectioB  with  these 
events  cAes  si^gest  that  they 
are  pieces  of  miaguiaitive  fiction. 

The  triboL  dosed  ooramunity  of 
foe  Interior  hifinistry  gives  the  police 


a sense  of  separateness  not  only 
from  ordinary  E^es  but  also  from 
other  sections  of  foe  Communist 
Party.  To  read  foe  potice  house 
journal  fn  The  Senice  qf  the 
Nation,  is  like  fUcking  throu^  an 
old  boys'  newdetter.  Axuuvmsaries 
of  service,  sports  results,  tips  and 
talcs  of  derriiql-da  Sons  follow 
fathers  into  the  secret  police -two  of 
the  PoplieJuszko  murderers  come 
from  police  dynasties  - and  there  are 
special  housing  lists,  special  hospi- 
tals and  reasonable  salaries  to 
encourage  the  wives  to  put  up  with 
the  long  hours. 

The  response  to  tlie  PopkluSEfco 
murder  trial  by  foe  government  was 
a -purge  of  foe  secret  police:  AS 
officers  were  vetted  for  theit 
political  allegiaim  to  General 
Jaruzelski  and  a significant  number 
were  moved  from  their  jobs  (aSiest 
often  to  other  positions  in  the 
miaistry).

It  foiled  to  reiterate 
perai^ntly  enough  that  more 
inflation  would  only  secure  a 
temporary  reduction  in  unem- 
ployment before  both  went  up 
again.  It  was  thus  thought  to 
have  vacated  the  high  ground  to 
a vciy  wide  spread  of  opinion  in 
pohtics,  the  Church  and  the 
intelligentsia  which  has  been 
sugg^ting  that  the  government’s 
policies  are  not  just  mechani- 
cally wrong  in  practice,  but 
morally  wro^  in  conc^tton. 

These  critics  overlook  the  foot 
that  if  any  policy  is,  in  principle 
and  conception,  immoral,  it  is 
one  which  officially  espouses 
inflation.  All  inflation  is  theft.  It 
is  a concealed  tax  levied  on  any 
holder  of  cash  through  higher 
prices  brought  about  by  govern- 
ment sponsored  excess  creation 
of  money. 

As  Professor  Brian  Griffiths, 
Director  of  the  of  England 
and  Dean  of  the  City  University 
Business  School  said  in  his 
recent  Hutber  lecture  on  Mone- 
tarism and  Morality,  ‘inflation 
results  in  a wholly  capricious 
redistribution  of  income:  fiom 
the  weak  to  the  strong,  fiom  the 
saver  to  the  borrower,  fiom  the 
pensioner  to  those  stQl  in 
emidoymenL**  It  is  thus  socially 
corrupting  and  undermining  oil 
a for  more  pervasive  scale  than 
■an  unemployment  figure  which

British  economy  today  than 
there  are  n^ative  ones.  Yet 
those  who  accentuate  the  nraa-

^rty  and.  obviously  outride  it, 
hold  the  floor. 

Any  poh'(^  that  seeks  to 
contrd  inflation  and  reduce  flie 
burden  of  the  state  on  ^ Biitisb 
taxpayer  is  goizig  to  be  in  conflict 
with  every  vested  interest  in  the 
land.  Thm  are  many  of  them. 
Agdnst  the  interests  of  the 
individual  tasq^ayer  is  ranged  a 
vast  army  of  entrenched  opinion 
and  organizations  which  will 
attempt  to  prevent  a government 
from  pursuing  siich  polides. 

Their  aiguments  come  in. 
many  oolou^  but  in  e&ct  they 
represent  organizations  which 
eitiier  rely  on  large  and  increas- 
ing state  subsidy  for  their 
existence  or  - often  the  same  - 
for  their  power.  That  is  why  the 
inner  fbdis  of  the  attadc  on 
^veniment  for  its  “Thatche- 
rism'*, “Monetarism”  or  “Ideol- 
ogy” ultimatdy  concerns  this 
underiying  move  towards  a 
sodety  and  an  economy  whi^  is 
more  responsive  to  market 
prindples  than  the  present  one.

q>B^ng  to  deal  with  substandard 
bousmg  and  to  prevent  presoitty 
adequate  stock  fiom  falj^  into 
disrepair.  Progiects  for  the  later 
1980s  are  bleak. 

It  is  in  the  sborHerm  interests  of 
both  indx-vidual  o^ineis  and  oocu- 
piers.  and  whole  neighbouihoods  of 
-which  they  are  part,  and  in  the 
longer-term  interests  of  the  oounuy 
as  a whole,  that  poblic-seetor  faaance 
be  used  to  stmutlate  capita]  spending 
on  the  honsiire  stodc. 

The  second  view  is  as  a trustee  of 
Bounivine  '\^llag6  TriisL  At  the 
banning  of  the  century  the 
founder,  Geoige  Cadbury,  ^'oined 
his  successors  to  meet  bousxng  need 
wherever  it  be  found.

We  now  face  a Green  Paper  vriiich 
effectively  «gMls  the  end  of  post- 
war improv^ent  policy.  Muida- 
tory  grants  will  be  a-vailable  only  on 
unfit  property  and  then  only  u the 
household  meets  income  criteria. 
Furthermore,  the  definition  of 
unfitness  is  to  be  cfaangKl,  so 
redudng  the  number  of 
properties  eligibie  for  hdp.  Dis- 
cretionary grwts  are  to  become 
loans,  and  with  an  equity  sfiue 
agreement. 

BVT  experience  leads  me  to 
conclude  that  vriutt  is  now  propos^ 
simply  wiU  not  do.  Low-income 
peoide  in  our  survey  area  have 
inhmtftfl  the  consequences  of  long- 
term uuder-investment  in  rqpairand 
mainteiiance. 

The  Green  Piqier  now  suggests 
that  tb^  should  cany  the  full  cost  of 
this  burden,  eitbo-  out  of  inesait  . 
mconte  or  <m  tlte  future  sale  of  their 
homes.  This  is  both  unrealistic  and  - 
inequitable;.  Private-sector  agencies 
' are  not  gmng  to  be  attracted  into  this 
sitnation.  An  efiective  poliqy  fbr 
older  houang  is  still  needed  - and 
fast.

Iffoe  congest  of  unemployment, 
he  implies,  revolves  some  increase 
in  the  rate  of  inflation,  so  be  it.  The 
country  diQuld  acc^  the  saoifioe 
involved  to  overcome  a problem 
canting  mounting  concern,  in  the 
process,  the  Tory  Party  can  steal 
some  of  the  Opposition's  clothes  so 
much  the  better. 

If  inflation  continued  even  at  the 
present  rate  of  5 to  6 per  cent  prices 
would  double  by  the  end  cn  the 
century.  This  must  ha-ve  very 
serious  social  con^nences  for  ^ 
the  people  of  this  country  and. 
unless  other  countries  inflated  in 
line,  must  ruin  our  competiti-ve 
position,  causing  more  unemNoy- 
men-L 

Many  people  have  the  impression 
that  3450,000  aUe-bodied  men  and 
women  have  been  thrown  onto  a 
slag-heap  of  enforced  and  miserable 
idleness.  That  is  why  unemplojoneni 
has  become  such  an  emotive  issue. 
The  retiity  is  rather  difierenL 
Of  the  total  rrastered  unem- 
ploy^  1,750,000  mid  a new  job 
within  a year  of  losing  their  original 
job.  About  half  of  these  find 
new  job  vdthin  thiw  months. 

is  haimnii^  in  &t,  is  a 
massi-ve  transfer  of  people  fiom 
declining  or  overmanned  indnstries 
to  more  modern  or  more  profii^le 
ones  or  to  self-employment.  This 
change  of  jobs  is  certainly  not 
voluntary  a^  even  cushioned  by 
the  state  and  by  redundancy 
payments,  can  be  painfi^  But  it  is 
port  of  the  modernisation  of  the 
British  economy  and  essential  to  our 
recovery. 

There  remain  1,250,000  registered 
unemployed  who  have  been  out  of  a 
job  for  more  than  a year;  some  for 
much  longer.  This  is  the  hard  core. 

The  problem  of  the  hard  core 
needs  to  be  tackled  mgratiy;  but  it 
cannot  be  compared  in  importance 
with  the  economic  ra-vages  and 
soda!  destruction  which  continued 
inflation  - almost  certainly  acceler- 
ated inflation  - must  inflict  on  the 
whede  community. 

Some  of  ^ P^'s  supporters,  of 
course,  may  see  in  unemployment 
not  just  a social  issue  but  a banner 
und^  which  to  rally  public  opinion 
for  wider  purposes.  They  not  be 
the  first  Da-vid  Lloyd  George,  a 
politica]  giant  launch^  a crural  in 
the  early  1930s  to  conquer  unem- 
ployment by  reflatiotL  He  had  a 
much  stronger  case  than  Centre 
Forward  has  today. 

In  tiiose  days,  unemployment 
stood  at- 22  po'  cent;  wages  were 
stable,  and  ]>rices  actually  foUi^ 
Nevertheless  the  ' Conservative 
Goveniment  romped  home  to 
victory  in  the  1935  election.  In  so  for 
as  they  are  concerned  trith  votes,  Mr 
supporters  could  perh^ 
kwn  fiom  the  faflure  of  Mr  Lloyd 
George's  campaigu.

Sir.  The  aiguznents  of  Francis  Pyre 
and  his  coueagues  in  Conservative 
Centre  Forward  are,  as  he  says, 
entitled  to  be  “beard  rrith  respect”. 
Aigiunent,  not  motive,  is  what 
matters. 

In  his  Oxford  speech  (report,  May 
15)  he  rightly  emphasises  the  need  to 
reduce  unemployment  Unfonu- 
natdy  he  does  not  really  tell  us  how 
to  do  so. 

His  speech  was  interestingly  silent 
about  the  Government's  stress  on 
reducing  supidy-tide  rigidities.  This, 
we  must  hope,  is  common  ground. 
His  difficulties  with  the  Govern- 
ment seem  to  lie,  rather,  on  the 
demand  side,  with  respect  both  to 
the  amount  of  demand  and  its 
compotition. 

Speaking  about  the  level  of 
demand,  Mr  Pym  declines  to  put  a 
figure  on  the  amount  of  expansion 
he  envisages:  **I  am  not  calling  for  a 
massive  reflation,  merely  for  an  end 
to  massive  deflation".  He  adds  that, 
"increased  borrowii^  and  spending 
would  certainly  be  inflationary  if  it 
was  used  to  finance  substantial  w^ 
increases,  but  no  one  is  suggesting 
that". 

The  difficulty  is  that  Mr  Pym 
does  not  tell  us  how  an  expansion  of 
demand  sufficient  to  have  a serious 
impact  ou  unemployment  could  be 
prevented  from  refuelliug  inflation 
by  way  of  faster  wage  increases.  In  a 
different  context  - that  of  “indus- 
trial strategy"  - be  calls  for  "a 
mutual  understanding  between 
Government,  the  unions,  and 
business  management":  but  with 
re^ud  to  the  inflationary  impli- 
cations of  expanding  demand  he 
nowhere  tells  us  what  has  changed  so 
as  to  make  incomes  policy  a 
pi^ticable  option  - and  he  regrettably 
fails  to  endoise  the  Government's 
eflbns  10  apply  an  anti-inflationary 
policy  fbr  the  incomes  of  its  own 
employees. 

Mr  Pym  is  perhaps  on  firmer 
ground  vdien  he  speaks  about  the 
composition  of  demand,  calling  for 
increased  investment  "to  improve 
our  economic  performance".  But 
since  he  seems  to  envisage  only  a 
modest  increase  in  overall  demand 
he  is  surely  obliged  to  face  up 
explicitly  to  the  question  of  how  to 
reduce  current  spending  to  make 
room  for  more  capital  investmenL 
Would  be  support  cuts  in  current 
social  consumption? 

More  investment  surely  cannot  be 
financed,  as  he  hints,  simply  by 
savings  from  reductions  in  the 
unemployed.  Moreover,  on  this 
point  Mr  Pym  fails  to  shed  any  new 
light  on  the  finely-balanced  argu- 
ment about  the  relative  Job-creating 
value  of  increased  capital  spending 
as  compared  with  reduced  taxation. 

In  short,  Mr  Pym  and  his 
colleagues  are  entitled  to  be  beard 
with  respect:  but  so  far  it  seems  that 
this  must  attach  more  to  their 
peisons  than  to  their  arguments.

SLOW  MARCH  FROM  HELSINKI 


After  the  long  Madrid,  review 
conference  it  comes  as  no 
surprise  that  the  Ottawa  chapter 
in  tte  Helsinki  proc^  Should 
open  with  mutual  recriminations 
on  human  rights.  The  setring 
changes,  but  the  issues  do  not; 
accusations  levelled  at  the  USSR 
and  its  East  European  partners 
when  the  Final  Act'  was  drafted 
'in  197S  are  as  accurate  today  as 
they  were  then.  Indeed,  most 
dissidents  and  western  observers 
agree  that  the  past  decade 
actually  witnes^  a deterio- 
ration in  the  communist 
regimes*  willingness  to  respect 
individual  fieedoms. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  many 
in  the  West  who,  w^e  not 
denying  the  truth  of  this  assess- 
ment, are  still  prepared  to  accept 
^viet  arguments  that  in  _ the 
present  state  of  world  tensions 
the  right  to  live  free  of  the  threat 
of  nuclear  wv  is  of  such 
overwhelming  importance  that 
all  other  ■ rights  recede  into 
relative  insignificance  ^ com- 
parison, and  are  raised  by 
western  delega^  merely  to  score 
propaganda  points.  The  decasion 
to  separate  the  review  process 
into  its  component  parts  could 
strengthen  this  .attitude,  since 
di^ence  and  security  issues  are 
now  discussed  at  the  Stocldiolm 
conference,  while  humanitarian 
matters  are  related  to  Otiaw^ 
Those  responsible  for  organiz- 
ing the  meetings  of  course  dwy 
that  riiere  is  any  loss  in  relapve 
significance  through  separation.

Thejr  are  happy  to  have  the 
discussion  of  human  rights 
dismissed  as  mere  .Cold  War 
rhetdrid  Arms  control  and 
security  are  areas  in  which  they 
feel.co^dent  They  can  match 
or  surpass  Nato  in  ^ strength  of 
their  conventional  forces,  and 
expect  any  -agreement  either  to 
be  to  their  advantage  or  at  least 
tq  leave  them  in  a position  no 
worse  than  before.  They  can  drag 
out  diKUSsions  at.  Geneva, 
Stockholm  and  Viei^  knowing 
that  because  of  their  controlled 
media  there  is  less  preraure  on 
thrir  del^^ons  threi  pn  those 
of  Nato.  countries  to  achieve 
quick  results.

Sir,  Sir  Richard  DolTs  opinion, 
reported  in-  The  Times  (April  25X 
that  the  heat  of  braking  “de- 
natured” the  asbestos  released  by 
bialdiig  cars  and  rendered  it 
harmless  is  also  that  of  tiie  asbestos 
industry.

gOCTC  Asbestos  fibres  have  been 
identified  in  dust  from  brake  drams. 

Our  work  also  shows  that  more 
people  are  killed  by  using  the 
products  of  the  asbestos  industry  or 
by  chance  unsu^weted  exposure 
than  by  woridng  in  a controlled 
factory  enviroament,  such  as  Sir 
Richara  has  studied  ror  many  years.

Sir,  On  the  issue  of  ecdesiastical 
disestablitiunent  your  Reli^ous 
Afiairs  Correspondent  comments  on 
May  6:  “The  main  problem  would 
come  fiom  Scotland,  but  would  be 
more  a matter  of  seutiment  than 
law”.  This  is  a strange  and  pohaps 
rash  assumption  to  pronounce  in  the 
month  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland  is  to  meet 
The  estaUishment  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland  - in  which  the  Queen 
has  no  spedal  status  - is  guaranteed 
by  fimdamental  laws  of  the  State 
which  quite  a few  members  of  the 
Chnrcb  of  Scotland  may  find 
unsatisfactory  and  many  Scots,  cf 
whatever  denomination  or  none, 
may  finti  anachronistic.  However, 
these  laws  are  entrenched  provisions 
of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  are  thus  antecedent 


limitations  on  the  powers  of  the 
Parliament  created  by  the  Union 
Agreement  of  1707  between  ^t- 
land  and  England. 

_To  concede  that  Pariianient  today 
might  disestablish  the  ^urch  of 
Scotland  by  an  ordinary  statute 
would  be  to  subvert  the  whole 
principle  of  fundamental  law  vriiich 
is  relevant  to  other  non-ecclesiasti- 
cal  aspects  ef  the  basic  constitution. 
Thus  the  objections  to  such  a course 
are  in  fact  more  of  law  than  of 
sentiment 

In  a constitutional  context  the 
relationship  of  Parliament  to  the 
constituent  Union  Agreement  of 
1 707  is  as  that  of  the  vessel  to  the 
potter  “Shall  the  thing  formed  say 
to  him  that  formed  it.  Why  hast 
thou  made  me  thus?”

County  archives  in  peril  Military  tattoos 


From  Mr  C.  Seymour 
Sir,  Not  only  historians  are  con- 
cerned about  the  future  of  the 
metropolitan  county  archive  service 
following  abolition  Oetter,  May  6). 
Tliese  archives  also  fulfil  a wider 
and  more  important  role  than  mere 
historical  research.  They  form  a vast 
store  of  half-forgotten  statutes  and 
legal  documents  which  remain  valid 
today. 

Many  collections  were  required 
by  statute  to  be  deposit^  or 
enrolled  in  county  registries,  for 
example.  Enclosure  Acts  and 
awards,  deposited  plans  and  books 
of  reference  fbr  railways,  canals, 
roads  and  puUic  utilities. 

Thrae  documents  are  still  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  held  in  a county 
office.  I^ey  have  to  be  opra  to 
inqsection  at  all  reasonable  times, 
and  fadlities  for  examination  have 
to  be  adequate.  It  is  also  a statutory 
requirement  that  good  copies  be 
pi^u^  with  the  minimum  of 
delay. 

These  documents  are  not  dead 
and  dusty  bits  of  paper.  They  are 
li^ng  pans  of  present-tiay  law.  1 
have  u^  such  records  in  the  courts 
many  times  in  the  last  five  yean  to 
prove  criminal  and  civil  cases, 
bringing  public  benefits  in  matters 
concerauig  r^ts  of  way,  the 
makinfrup  of  streets  and  the 
unlanw  removal  of  hedeerows. 

My  concern  is  that  if  the  county 
archives  are  handed  over  to  the 
district  connctls,  access  will  be 
restricted,  facilities  will  be  inad- 
equate, time  will  be  wasted  the 
searcher,  rating  in  higher  lesal 
costs,  and  ultimately  justice  will  be 
the  loser.

This  practice  causes  the  rejection 
of  a large  number  of  otherwise 
suitable  entrants.  Girls  who  have 
trades  or  skills  much  sought  by  the 
Army  do  not  get  farther  than  the 
recruiting  office,  where  one  of  the 
questions  asked  of  them  is  whether 
they  have  these  so-called  sdf- 
infucted  injuries. 

In  order  to  check  on  tiiis  I 
persuaded  my  secretary  to  go  to  one 
of  these  offices.  When  she  explained 
(quite  uRtniihfiilly)  that  she  was 
tattooed,  she  was  advised  that  she 
would  never  be  accepted  even 
though  she  explained,  warming  to 
her  subject,  that  it  was  only  a sm^l 
mark  on  her  ann,  amateurishly 
applied.

As  a plastic  surgeon  I am 
constantly  presented  with  giris  who 
often  have  very' small  adornments 
whicb^bave  been  done  by  a friend. 
Often  these  are  unobtrusive  and  not 
very  easy  to  find  But  no,  the  Army 
would  not  have  them  and  they 
come,  referred  their  doctors,  to 
my  out-patient  dinics  to  have  them

Money  and  the  mystery  of  suffering 


The  Government's  desire  to 
make  ^nerous  grants  to  over- 
seas aid  agencies. is  causing 
some  embamssment  to  Chris- 
tian Aid,  which  is  feeling  the 
pre^re  to  raise  its  10  per  cent 
ceiling  on  the  ratio  of  tax]:ayei$’ 
money  lo  money  dirkiJy 
donated. 

Having  just  conducted  this 
year's  Kristian  Aid  Week, 
which  involves  vast  effort  by 
volunteers  tramping  the  streets 
and  bulging  on  the  nation's 
doors.  Christian  Aid  is  never- 
theless in  . the  uncomfortable 
position  of  having  to  turn  away 
money  because.it  i$  government 
money.  The  we^  itself  is 
believed  to  have  raised  more 
than  £3  million. 

The  10  per  cent  ceili^  is 
designed  to  protect  Christian 
Aid's  identity,  and  also  to  keep 
at  bay  the  bdief  in  people’s 
minds  that  they  need  not  fill 
their  envelopes  as  the  Govern- 
ment will  do  it  for  them.  The 
^ny  of  the  dilemma  is 
inernsed,  of  course,  because 
Christian  Aid  can  spend  every 
penny  it  ^ts  and  more  on  relin 
in  Ethiopia  and  the  Sudan. 

Only  last  week  it  announced 

a £20(^000  grant  to  the  Eritrea 
Rdief  Assoaatioo  and  £25.000 
to  the  Catholic  Social  Action 
Committee  ofTigre. 

These  are  boom  times  for 
voluntary  overseas  agencies  in 
general,  and  Christian  Aid  saw 
Its  income  grow  to  £20m  last 


year.  The  East  Afiican  crisis  was 
the  main  cause:  similaiiy  the 
Roman  Catholic  agency,  Cafdd, 
and  the  evangelical  agency. 
Tear  Fund,  had  record  years. 

This  is  not  the  only  factor, 
however,  for  Christian  Aid's 
funds  for  non-emeigen^  pur- 
poses (mainly  long-term  devel- 
opment laiher  than  famine 
rclicO  rose  by  about  a fffth  in 
the  fioancial  year  just  ended. 

The  Government  correctly 
perceives  that  volunta^  ^en- 
des  can  be  a very  efficient  way 
of  channelling  funds  to  the 
needy,  and  so  .has  been  adopting 
the  policy  of  ^Idling  some  of 
its  overseas  development  bud- 
get to  the  voluntary  sector. 

The  problems  of  gro^,  and 
of  an  antiquated  administrative 
structure,  have  caused  Christian 
.Aid  to  embark  on  a complex 
internal  reotganizaiion.  some-of 
which  incorporates  the  lessons 
learnt  at  the  time  of  the 
resignation  last  year  of  its 
director.  Dr  Charles  Ellioil  A 
new  director  has  not  yM  been 
named,  though  one  is  due 
shortly. 

Technically,  Christian  Aid  is 
a division  of  the  British  Council 
of  Churches,  to  which  it  is 
answerable,  and  one  of  the 
issues  to  be  &ced  in  the  future  is 
whether  it  should  be  more 
closely  integrated  with  the 
council,  perhaps  by  sbaring 
premises,  as  well  as  premisses.

‘Pieces  of  eight’  lure 
buyers  to  Dallas

North  American  coins  have 
already  been  sold  in  New  Yorit.  and 
a second  session  of  Latin  American 
coins  b planned  for  November. 

The  goMm  eight  escudo  coins, 
“pieces  of  eigbr,  secured  the  top 
prices.  A 1702  preseomtkMi  qreci- 
men  fiom  the  Mexico  mint 
recovered  from  a ship  wrecked  off 
Florida  in  1715,  sold  for  5^,000 
(estimate  S2S,0()0  to  S30.000),  or 
£25J)00,  while  am  1821  spedmeo  in 


mint  condition  from  the  Guadlqja- 
ran  miat  sold  for  S25J(X)  (estimale 
S6.000  to  SSJIOO).  or  £I  9. 166. 

Sotheby’s,  meanwhile,  was  testing 
the  opponunhies  for  auciioneering 
in  Jeiiisalem,  with  a two-day  sale 
books,  manuscripts  and  works  of  art 
totalling £824.5^  with  14  percent 
unsold.  The  books  aixl  manuscripts 
were  not  much  in  demand,  but  thm 
proved  10  be  a brisk  market  for 
aucactive  ceremonial  silverware, 
particutetly  Hanukab  lamps  and 
qsice  towers.

MR  WILLIAM  PEASCOD 


Mr  William  (Bill)  Ptascod. 
internationally  recognized  as  an 
artist  and  nationally  respected 
as  a mouqiainccr.  died  on  May 
1 7 as  he  w^  climbing  foe  Great 
Slab  on  Cloj^wyn  D'Ur  AMuu 
in  Snowdonia.  He  was  second 
in  a party  led  by  Mr  Don 
WhiUans  when  he  collapsed  on 
the  rope.  He  was  aged  6S. 

Bill  Peascod  was  bom  foe  son 
.of  a miner  near  Maryport  .in 
West  Cumbria  and  at  foe  age  of 
14  followed  his  fethcr  down  foe 
pit.  It  was  forre  years  later  that 
he  started  rock  climbing,  apply- 
ing his  phenomenal  physic^ 
strength  as  a coal  miner  to  a 
growing  appreciation  of  foe 
challenge  and  the  beauty  of 
Lake  District  crags. 

With  his  climbing  partner 
Bert-Beck.  a Workington  teach- 
er. in  foe  late  1940s  he  pushed 
the  standard  of  Lsikeland 
climbing  into  new  realms  of 
■difficulty.  The  guidebooks  con- 
tain many  rock  climbs  of  bold 
land  elegant  quality  which  he 
discovei^ 

in  the  1950s  he  emigrated  to 
Australia  and  lectured  in  min- 
ing at  Wollongong,  New  South 
Wale^  where  he  b^n  bis 
painting  career.  His  woiic 
swiftly  won  recognition  with 
exhibiUons  at  the  leading 
Australian  galleries  and  numer- 
ous awards 'and  prizes.  It  was.an 
art  prize  that  took  him  in  1971 
to  Japan  v^re  he  met  his 
second  wife ' Etsu.  It  was  she 


who.  recognized  on  her  first  visit 
to  the  District  that  il  was 
foe  light  and  colour  of  those 
hills  that  the  artist  Peascod  had 
.been  recapturing  in. his  .u’oriu 

They  returned  to  the,  lafcM 
five  vears  a^  with  foeir 
daughter  and  setiled  near 
Bassenthwaitc.  ' Peascod  im- 
mediaicly  became  active  again 
in  the  dimbing  world,  winning 
the  particular  respea  of  a new 
generation  of  rock  climbers  who 
had  utkm  his  sport  to  its  next 
stage  of  developmeni.  He  was  a 
vicc-^Hosident  of  the  British 
Mountaineering  Council,  the 
govemi^  bedy  of  British 
mountaineering,  and  a 'k-icc- 
presidfflt  of  the  Fell  and  Rock 
Climbing  Gnb  of  the  English 
Lake  District. 

Recently  he  appeared  on 
television  in  xhesaiesLakrfand 
Rock  where,  partneved  by  Chns 
Bonington,  he  led  perhaps  his 
greatest  rock  climb.  Eagle  Front 
near  Buttermere,  still  a fbrraid- 
abie  route  which  he  discovered 
more  than  40  years  ago. 

His  language  as  he  moved 
across  the  greasy  holes  on  ihe 
climb's  crux  seemed  to  offend 
some  viewers  but  was  defended 
by  both  the  BBC  and  foe  Bishop 
of  Hull  as  justified  under  ihe 
circumstances. 

His  autobiography  Joumev 
Afi^  Dawn  was  pubished 
recently.  It  reflects  a man  of 
great  warmth,  humanity  and 
quiet  wisdom.'

Terrorist  solidarity 


Terrorism  |s  a highly  eflective 
way  in  which  minority  groups 
can  draw  media  aiiention,  exert 
political  pressure  and  raise 
money.  Bombings,  kidnappings, 
hi-jackings  and  assassination 
will  be  an  increasing  feature  of 
the  modem  worid  as  long  as 
nations  connive  at  terrorism  for 
their  own  ends.  That  was  the 
over-riding  conclusion  of  Ter- 
ror (Channel  4).  Stephen  Segal- 
ler  and  Herbert  Krosney's  two- 
pOT  investigation  into  the  role 
of  iniernaiional  terrorism. 

Nation  by  nation,  the  evi- 
dence was  analyzed.  A Russian 
intelligence  defector  baldly 
suted  that  the  Soviet  Union 
was  committed  to  supporting 
terrorists  of  any  persuasion  who 
were  able  to  undermine  West- 
m smtes.  From  Italy,  another 
intelligence  operative  involved 
in  clandestine  negotiations  with 
Palestinian  terrorists  outlined 
his  country's  abject  posture  in 
doing  deals  to  keep  her  dom- 
estic peace  - de^  which  did 
not  prevent  Aldo  Moro,  himself 
a "dove”,  from  being  murdered 
by  the  Red  Brigades. 

Fiance  wu  accused  of  cre- 
ating a ‘^turntable  of  terrorism’* 
in  Paris  by  allowing  a substan- 
tial influx  of  want^  leiTorisis; 
Libya  was  described  as  a 
“ren^de  state-  that  lives  by 
terror^;  anti-terrorist  measures 
seemed  futile  beside  the  deadly 
federation  of  the  PLO,  tiie  IRA, 
the  Red  Brigades,  tbe  Baadcr- 
Mdnhof  group  and  innum^ 
rable  less  well  known  factions, 
all  of  whom  shared  training  and 
weapons.

. somewhat  nnsohable  cockney

“AH  ibrins  of  communication,  in-.  ■ 
terpntatiott'  and  understandhig'',  de- 
clares the  Italian  scholar  and  novelist 
Umberto  Eco  in  his  reoenx  Reflectimis 
an  the  Name  the  Rose,  “are  tentative 
and  hazardous  arts  of  influence”  A 
warm  admirer  of  Eco's,  and  the  man 
who  in . Engiand,  certainly,  and  very 
poss!^  in  the  entire  worid,  has  done 
most  to  capture  and  labri  the  elusive 
compl^ties  of  the  Englidi  language, 
his  lifelong  academic  dream  reach 
the  general  puUic  today  in  its  full  and 
final  form.  A Cofnprehensve  Grammar 
cf  the  Elfish  Lm^uage  by  Professor 
Sir  Randol|A  Quirk  is  a vast,  1779  page 
disttotion  of  oyer  23  years  woik 
among  tite  fexicolc^.  ' semantics, 
sounds,  syntax,  spdlings.  Inflections 
and  ndes  of  the  En^sh  tongue. 

Professor  Quirk  was  a young  post- 
doctoraie-studirat  working  on  medieval 
English  at  Yale  in  tbe  eariy  1 9SQs  when 
he  became  aware  of  the  fact  that,  wlto 
exotic  were  everywhere  being 

subjected  to  ihe  new  vogM  for 
linguistic  analysis,  modem  En^ish  had 
never  been  “thoron^ly  or  iorightfully 
studied”.  There  were  two  conscentiim 
and  laig^  historical  books  on  English 
grammar  both  by  foreingers  (Otto 
Jesperson  and  & Kiuianga).  and 
countless  individual  research  prqjects, 
following  the  specific  arcane  obsessions 
of  scholars,  but  no  comjrfete  dissection 
and  interpretation  of  the  living 
language. 

On  his  return  to  Durham,  to  a 
university  post.  Professor  Qiurk  set 
about  “ihumping  the  table  saying  how 
appalling  it  was  that  w had  a 
marvdlous  dictionary  establishment  in 
Oxford,  but  no  equivalent  for  gram- 
mar'’, while  making  arrangements  with 
tbe  BBC  to  spend  every  weekend  in 
Broadcasting  House  in  London,  listen- 
ing to  tapes  of  their  unscripted  recorded 
material  for  12  hours  a day.  “1  was 
looking  to  see  whether  there  existed 
features  of  the  English  language  ill- 
described  by  current  grammar.” 

What  he  heard  was  enough  to 
convince  him  there  was  an  enormous 
job  to  be  done.  All  initial  funding  offers 
came  with  strings,  and  Professor  Quirk 
had  decided  that  his  work  was  to  te 
public  domain  research.  But  then  in 
1959  Longman  (who  now  publish  the 
book  at  £39.50)  offered  him  £14,000 
spread  over  five  years,  with  complete 
freedom.  “I  started . my  mut,  in

Durham.  Fifteen  m«ntbs  later  I was 
caUcd  to  tbe  etwir  at  Univeraly  CoDege 
London.  I loaded  a van  with  tte  dto 
and’tfro  assistants  and  I was  o£” 

Today;  23  years  later,  a restless,  busy 
figure  with  bon-rinmied  ^uses  and  a 
inwi  moustache,  his  enihuaasm  seems 
in  no  way  rtimmaA  It  is  bard  for  tbe 
layman  to  see  how  grammar  can  be 
something  profoundly  gripping , PRh 
fessor  Qunk  to  make  it  so, 

speaking-  of  past  antecedents  and  pro- 
forms  art  ellipsis  with  rare  passion. 

As  construction  and  rules  were 
perceived  art  laid  down,  so  new 
aqiecls  of  grammar  appeared  to  interest 
art  driight-Professor  Quirk.  One  was  a 
study  o(me  difierences  between  British 
and  American  Fngiish.  Reading  Rosa- 
mund Lehmann  one  day  he  no^  that 
she  used  both  “dreamed”  and 
“dreamt".  He  knew  already  that  one 
fonn,  “ed”,  wm  more  cranmon  in 
America,  the  other,  “t”.  in  England. 
But  did  both ' nations  share  a finer 
distinction?  He  asked  1(X)  people  in 
Wisconsin  and  100  in  Britain  to  fit 
what  they  iboi^t  ri^  to  “When  1 was 
a child  I . . . of  eagles”  and  “Last  mght  I 
. . . of  you”.  “And  do  you  know  what  I 
found?  In  both  countries  ‘dieamecr 
si^gests  continuity,  ’dreamt  a one-off 
activity.”  Professor  Quirk  looks  de- 
lightrt  eager  to  share  his  pleasure. 
“You  see  pe^rie  need  to  have  pointed 
out  to  them  that  sort  of  availability  in 
English.” 

Profess;^  Qui^  has  not  Ixen 
interested  merely  in  analysis;  he  wishes 
his  excitement  with  grammar  to  be 
infectious,  to  have  influence.  “My  book 
is  of  courae  a book  of  reference 
jHiedonunantiy”.  he  says.  “But  1 am 
hoping  that  pmle  who  care  about  the 
sensitivities  or  their  exjxessions  - 
writers,  pditicians,  academics  - will  go 
to  rhie  took  and  t^e  greater  care  bow 
they  speak  and  write.”  - 

So  an  exceptionally  laborious 
but  obvmsly  engrossing  working  life. 
To  investigate  his  subject  and  go 
beyond  the  grammar  of  tbe  purely 
spoken,  he  devised  texts  for  groups 
deigned  to  ’^trigger  off  expressions  that 
people  had.  I postulated,  already 
foertM,  hut  that  were  not  readily 
used”.  These  provided  great  fertile 
Adds  of  woik.  When  not  tesung 
hypotiieses  be  was  travdling  up  to  a 
hundred  thousand  miles  a year^  often  as 
a viating  consultant  to  govenimeni^ 


Where\'er  he  went,  whatever  he  was 
doing,  he  had  a notebook  in  his  pocket, 
“so  that  1 could  keep  stoniing  and 
writing  things  down". 

‘Hie  unii  in  London  grew  rapidly. 
Professor  Quirk  was  soon  joined  by  his 
three  collaborators  on  the  Comprmm- 
sive  Grammar  - Sidney  Greenbaum, 
Geofirev  Leech  and  Jan  Svartvik,  aB 
distinguished  professors  in  linguist^  - 
anH  countless  numbers  of  visiting 
students.  Within  three  years  the  first 
papers  were  oul  In  1972  came  a first 
genera]  book;  in  1974  ‘a  university 
grammar.  Translations  followed.  So  did 
research  funds.  Since  then,  some  30 
major  bo<As  art  several  hundred 
articles  have  been  published  by  the 
unit 

Equally,  he  is  quick  to  refine  all 
suggestion  that  grammar,  like  language, 
might  now  be  lo  a state  of  flux.  "To 
those  who  say  the  bloody  thing  will  be 
out  of  date  in  10  years.  1 say  Uiey're 
wrong.  It  won't  be  oul  of  dale  in  l(X) 
years.  There  aren't  major  changes  in 
new  forms  of  grammar,  simttiy  very 
slow  change  in  style.  It's  all  the  same 
tyngiiagf  - just  different  selections  from 
it" 

In  1980  Professor  Quirk  became 
Vice-Chancellor  of  London  University. 
(He  was  knighted  in  the  last  New 
Year’s  Honours  List.)  Never  intending 
to  abandon  his  survey'  - although  the 
actual  directorshtp  of  it  was  taken  over 
by  Professor  Grmbaum  - be  merely 
took  to  worldag  longer  hours  to  do 
both.  He  is  in  the  office  in  Senate 
House  well  before  eight  every  morning. 

Research  at  the  unit  continues 


unaffected  by  the  publication  of  the 
Comprehensive  Grammar.  "We  have 
only  just  scratched  the  surface.  Wc 
have  an  American,  a Pole,  a Scot,  a 
Japanese,  a Russian  with  us  now,"  He 
like  to  compare  it.  on  a modest  scale,  to 
the  Conseil  Europuen  pour  la 
Recherche  Nucleaice  in  Geneva,  where 
all  European  work  on  high  energy 
particle  ifoysics  is  pooled:  he  sees  his 
unit  as  a data  bank  for  all  grammarians.  ' 
In  recent  years,  inspired  by  Professor 
(^irk.  similar  uniis  have  opened  in 
Finland.  West  Germany  and  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Something  of  Eco's  poetry  is 
important  to  Professor  Quirk.  His  own 
new  personal  project  when  he  leaves 
London  University  this  autumn  is  to  go 
as  a visiting  fellow  to  Singapore 
UniNcrsiiy  where  he  will  scrutinize 
what  he  calls  the  "reader  friendly" 
construction  in  sentences:  "The  nature 
of  a speaker's  tact  inicresis  me 
enormously". 

A lifetime  in  grammar  does  langiuge 
and  the  minuuae  of  its  constructions 
nor  become  dtsioning?  Professor  Quirk 
looks  momentari^'  affronted:  "No.  no, 
not  at  all  Tbere  t$  nothing  destructive 
in  it.  Language  is  central  to  our 
existence.  If  I were  a dermatologist  and 
whenever  I was  talking  to  someone  1 
was  diverted  by  a pimi^  I wanted  to 
do  a biopsy  on  - ^en  that  would  be. 
But  language  is  the  most  important 
attribute  of  humanity.  Without  lan- 
gur we  w'ouldn’t  be  oul  of  the  trees. 
i-ai^iage  is  tbe  basis  of  our  wooing, 
our  thought  our  friendships,  our 
planning,  our  everything.”

I have  not  seen  an  audience  on 
better  form  since  the  early  Oash 
concerts:  densely  packed  on  the 
small  dance  ffoor.  they  jumped 
and  jerl^'  like  furious  tangled 
puppets. 

The  objects  of  ihe'ir  enthusi- 
asm, Jason  and'  the  Scorchers, 
from  NashviUc.  Tennessee, 
were  no  less  active,  combining  a 
vigorous  stage  presence  with  ;i 
musical  riwlit>  rarely  s«n 

since  Ihe  hev’day  of  punk.  Blit 

more  important  than  the  ciiergt 
of  the  performance  was  ihcir 
successful  merging  of  bona  fide 
country  roots  with  a raucous 
up-tempo  rock  approach  t»' 
produce  \ei  another'  novel 
' permutation  from  the  well- 
! thumbed  pages  of  the  rock  'si* 
roll  handbook,  a feat  which' gets 
harder  to  reali.:e  with  each 
passing  year. 

Jason  Ringcnbcrg.  the  son  ol 
an  Illinois  hog  farmer,  leamt  his 
trade  singing  in  toekabilly. 
country  and  bluegrass  bands.  In 
Ihe  Scorchers,  he  founded  a 
group  that  took  those  country 
foundations  and  rocked  their._ 
up  almost  to  the  point  «tt 
parody,  while  Jason  kept  the 
rhinestone  cowboy  hai  anti 
white  show  jacket,  art  added  .t 
rock  'n'  roll  sneer. 

Many  of  the  songs,  if  given  a 
conventional  country  arrange- 
ment, would  noi  sound  out  ot 
place  ai  the  Grand  Ole  Opiy. 
and  indeed  “Broken  Whiriicj 
Glass"  siaricd  off"  as  near 
enough  a "real”  country  song 
until  the  band  whipped  oui  u 
breakneck  nxk  rhythm,  jolting 
the  audience  inio  further  fren- 
CMC  gambolling. 

Warner  Hodges  played  guiuir 
with  lustv  real,  singing  through 
teeth  clenched  round  an  ever- 
present cigateiie.  while  Perry 
Boggs's  assured  drumming 
belted  his  painfully  worried 
demeanour.  Jason  seemed  lo 
achieve  Ihe  impossible  w'hen. 
microphone  jammed  in  his 
back  pocket,  he  scaled  the 
balcony  of  the  Mean  Fiddler 
without  losing  his  hat.  to  deliver 
the  final  verse  of  "White  Lies” 
perched  precariously  above  the 
sea  of  bobbing  heads. 

It  is  a matter  of  conjecture 
whether  he  has  any  hair  under 
that  hat,  or  simply  glues  it  direct 
to  bis  head.  A fabulous  band,

least  successful  of  the  eight 
shown  so  fer.  lliat  is  not  to  say 
Thai  it  is  bad,  just  that  it  seemed 
rather  formless  and  unvaried  in 
mood.  But  I lilre  the  long 
opening  solo,  art  it  was  as  well 
danced  as  you  would  expect 
from  this  superb  ensemble. 

(Quartet  b doubtless  so-called 
because ' it  is  danced  by  A^e 
dancers  to  David  Tudor’s 
S^et  for  seven  (a  solo).  It  has  a 
dai^  almost  threatening  atmos- 
' phere,  and  the  ablated  move- 
ment of  Rob  Remley  and  the 
three  women  resembles  the 
darting  and  wheeling  of  .birds 
before  a stonn, 

Twice  in  the  course  of  the 
dance  he  stands  still  with  an 
arm  upraised.  Tbe  women 
huddle  around  him  and  the 
whole  group  tinks  to  tbe  floor 
and  Remley  extracts  his  arms 
from  the  mass  of  limbs, 
stretching  them  to  cradle  the 
women's  heads,  as  if  in 
protection.  Cunningham  him- 
self - the  fifih  member  of  the 
quartet  > remains  aloof,  al- 
though at  times  the  other 
dancers  echo  bis  steps.  His 
deliberare,  rircumscribed  move- 
ment acts  as  a counterpoint  to 
'.the  other  dancer^  almost  .as  if 
he  alone  posesses  tbe  knowledge 
of  what  is  to  come  while  they 
can  only  speculate  and  tremble. 

The  totally  new  work  on 
Wednesday's  programme  was 
Phrases,  which  uses  the  entire 


company  fSr  ..group  ' : 

which  tura'into  duets  and  men  . 
revert  to  .ensembles.  As'ihe 
progresscs  the  dancers 
add  pieces  to  their  costumes  -j 
maudiing  sweater,  a scarf, 

lcgvrarmlreorabeh.These«e 

put  on  and  removed  with,  I • 
suspect,  no  other  motive  than  to 
^ve  a sense  of  energetic 
progression  to  the  dance. 

Inlets  2 is  a reworkmg  ot  an- 
older  piece  using  one  more 
dancer.  CnniuDghiun  states  in 
the  programme  that  he  hw 
“used  the  same  gamut  of 
movements  . . . subjected  agam 
to  other  chance  operations  . 
The  movement  is,  m feet,  u 
typically  Cunningham  as  _ is 
possiUe  with  such  an  impneifict- 
able  chorei^raphcr.  Balancra, 
pliis.  a woman  supported  by 
her  upsireiched  arm.  Tbe  score, 
a collection  of  watery  gurgbngs, 
is  by  John  Cage. 

Cunningham  shows  a flash  of 
his  old  humour  in  Raadrunners 
which,  made  in  1979,  is  one  of 
the  oldest  worics  the  company 
has  brought  to  London.  Handed 
a pile  of  clothes,  he  ammpts.to 
get  into  ttom,  but  b hamed 
from  one  side  of  the  stage  to 

another  by  tbe  dancers^  art  is 
left  with  one  shoe  in  hb  hart 
and  a bemused  expression  on 
his  fece,  having  given  up  tiie 
Struve  to  put  it  on. 

If  Cunningham's  witty, 
stylish  choreography  b 
enough  to  attract  you,  then  m 
me  commend  John  Cage's 
fccitation  of  extracts  from  a 
tenth-century  Chinese  enryd^ 
pedia  which  form  part  of  the 
score,  Yasunao  Tones 
Geography  and  music.  Rivers 
of  Europe”  were  • never  as 
‘ eniertaiiung  as  this.

Samson  et  Dalila 

Covent  Garden 

Hitherto  the  Royal  Opera’s 
production  of  Samson  et  Dalila 
has  been  a spectacle  of  nicely 
sophisticated  savagery,  scarred 
across  by  the  roaring  ^ony  of 
Jon  "Wclters’s  Samson.  Now 
tilings  have  changed.  Placido 
Domii^  b,  inevitably,  a hero 
out  m an  altogether  more 
{nodulated  wroiid  of  tragedy:  all 
the  animal  magnetism  comes 
from  >^Des  Baltsa  as  a pw- 
mour  for  whom  singing  b just 
one  ifoysical  activity  among 
many. 

In  tbe  first  an  she  insinuates 
hnsdf  among  the  dancers, 
itwng  her  arms  to  steady  herself 
in  au  unknown  situation, 
watchful  for  the  momeni  when 
she  can  best  press  her  claims  on 
Sani!snn.  The  second  act,  too,  is 
acted  with  toe  body. 

In  her  dialogue  with  the  High 
Priest  both  she  and  be  sink  to 
toeir  art  then  almost  to 
prone  position:  toe  bargain  they 
strike  is  as  much  a sexual 
prombe  as  an  act  of  national 
security.  And  this  is  confirmed 
in  toe  last  act.  when  Miss  Baltsa 
turns  fix>m  her  ice-cold, 
deliberate  taunts 
suddenly  to  fece  the  priest. 

It  is  a gesture  as  commanding 
as  her  singing.  She  breaks  all  the 
rules  in  veenng  wildly  between 
a brilliant  but  ftill-bodied  and 
vibrato-enriched  voice  to  chest 
tones  that  are  dark  and  musky. 
But  very  evidently^  she  know/s 
pFcaseiy  what  she  is  doing.  In 
“Mon  coeur  s'ouvre”  toe  two 


styles  are  joined  hither  in  a 
slow  respiration  of  seductron; 
elsewhere  they  may  be  com- 
bined more  spasmodically,  but 
always  to  tellmg  efiecL  In  her 
carnal  vitality  she  leaps  out  of 
toe  rest  of  toe  proceedings;  she 
is  a woman  who  happens  to  be 
taking  part  in  an  opera.  And  she 
certainly  deserves  somtoiog 
better  than  the  l9S0s-bh  silver 
lame  gown  new  to  this  revival. 

Mr  Domingo,  also  in  a new 
costume,  does  not  look  or 
sound  at  all  so  at  ease.  In  tbe 
first  act  his  voice  was  backward: 
then  in  toe  second  be  was 
standing  and  moving  with  an 
awkwaidness  most  unusual  for 
him.  His  mill-wheel  outburst  of 
rage  and  grief  was  nobly  dooe. 
and  yet  seemed  demure  in 
comparison  with  the  memory  of 
Vickers.  He  probably  gains 
liitle,  loa  from  sharing  the  stage , 
with  such  a different  breed  of 
singer  as  Miss  Baltsa. 

Jonathan  Summers  comes 
nearer  meeting  her  on  her  own 
terms,  his  High  Priest  now 
black,  powerful  and  unyielding, 
even  to  malevolence,  con- 
srrast,  Roderick  ^le  offers  air 
appropriate  whining  caricature 
as  .^bimelech.  The  other  new- 
comer is  Matthew  Best,  who 
could  be  more  incisive  as  toe 
.Ancient  Hebrew. 

The  opera  is  conducted  a^in 
by  Colin  Davis,  whose  affection 
for  this  kore  cleaiiy  has  not 
slackened,  though  his  orches- 
tra's grip  on  it  very  definitely 
has.  The  choral  sin^ng  is  once 
more  splendid.

The  Nativity 

Lyceum 

The  last  theatrical  presentation 
at  the  Lyceum  was  Gielgud*^ 
Hamlet  of  1939;  since  1945  the 
stalls  have  been  covered  by  a 
dance  floor.  The  National 
Theatre's  three-part  Mystery 
cycle,  transferring  from  toe 
tnore  cramped  Cottesloe,  makes 
full  use  of  thb  space.  The  plays, 
of  which  The  Nativiiy  is  the 
first  are  billed  as  "promen- 
ades". but  sealing  has  been 
provided  on  three  sides  in  the 
form  of  tiers  of  rather  grubby 
plastic  chairs,  while  toe  talcon- 
ies  thus  created  are  hung  with  a 
bizarre  colleciioa  of  heraldic 
dev*Tce8  and  old  agricultural 
implements.  Bertie  Crewe's 
resplendent  Edwardian  ceiling 
is  now  obscured  by  a myriad 
liiiie  lamps  and  perforatrt 
dustbins  flickering  with  electric 
fire  which  casts  a murky 
tangerine  glow  over  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

fn  this  long-winded  relation 
of  biblical  fables  toe  original 
medieval  plays  have  been 
cobbled  together  and  reworked 
bv  the  well-known  Yorkshire 
pbei  Tony  Harrison.  God, 
Lucifer.  Mr  and  Noah  and  so  on 
addrcK  one  another  in  rhyth- 
mic. alliterative,  incantatory 
doggerel  which  is  stilT  with 
dialect  of  a decidedly  puddingy 
.nature.  There  is  obviously  a 
grrai  relish  for  language  behind 
this  writing,  but  poetry  should 
also  convey  meaning.  Asinine 
alliteration  makes  many  incan- 
I tations  incomprehensible,  while 


toe  players’  hodgepodge  of 
nortiierR  accents  challenges 
one's  concentration  yet  fiinher. 

* Bill  Bryden's  p^ucrion  has 
Brian  Glover  playing  God  from 
the  lop  of  a fork-lift  truck  art 
Bany  Foster  lounging  in  a lurex 
nightgown  as  an  unimpressive 
Lucifer.  Adam  art  Eve  emerge 
from  toe  dirt  at  the  foot  of  a 
Tree  of  Life  which  resembles 
toe  son  of  irtuctkmist  “sculp- 
ture" to  be  found  in  shopping 
centres.  God  descends  from  his 
eminence  to  don  a flat  cap  and 
warn  the  squabbling  No^  of 
the  impending  Flood:  the  hull 
of  the  .\Tk  is  assimbicd  on  the 
dance  floor.  Herod  and  his  son 
do  an  unfunny  comedy  routine 
and  then  torches  are  handed  out 
to  the  audience,  who  gather  in  a 
circle  lo  watch  Mary  giving 
birth  to  a bundle  of  napkins. 

The  musical  accompaniment, 
provided  by  a versatile  aug- 
mented folk-rock  combo  called 
The  Home  Service,  is  quite 
wondcrruily  mindless,  a ran- 
dom assemblage  of  modem  jig!h 
ancicni  hymns  art  God^pefi- 
inspired  tosh  of  an  awesome 
vapidity.  While  Cain  drags  the 
slain  .Abel  around  the  si^  the 
group  sing  "Working  logeihcr- 
. . . finding  a new  way  . . . that's 
what's  meant  to  happen”. 

Christianity  did  at  least 
inspire  great  art  in  the  era  when 
belief  was  a facL  before  the 
modem  dispensation  of  cosy 
acquiescence  supervened.  These 
plavs  are,  of  course,  a species  of 
folk  an  - unfocused,  self-refer- 
ential and  uliimaiely  beyond 
criticism.

own  Comp^/s  experience.

Prost  resists  Alboreto’s 
stirring  challenge  in 
race  of  many  casualties 


.\lain  Prost.  who  saw  his 
victory  in  the  San  Marino 
Grand  Prix  taken  away  from 
him  two  weeks  ago  when  h7« 
McLaren-TAO  was  discwered 
to  be  two  kilograms  uader- 
weight,  earned  compensation 
for  his  disapiMmtment  yester* 
day  by  winning  the  Monaco 
Grand  Piix  defending  a 
strong  attack  ftom  Michele 
Alboreto's  Ferrari,  with  which 
he  had  twice  exchanged  the 
lead. 

This  time  the  scales  showed 
Prost's  car  10  be  two  kilograms 
over  the  limit,  and  his  victory 
was  confirmed  to  lift  him  to 
joint  second  place  with  Albo- 
reto  in  the  world  championship, 
two  points  behind  Elio  de 
Anglis.  whose  Lotus-Renault 
w-as  the  only  other  car  to 
complete  the  (^stance. 

Only  1 1 cars  finished  the 
gruelling  race,  the  closing  laps 
of  which  were  covered  on  a 
circuit  made  treacherously  slip- 
pery by  a rain  shower  and  by  oil 
being  dropped  from  the  race- 
winning  car. 

The  grand  prix  began  with 
drama  as  Ayrton  Senna  took  his 
Lotus  into  the  lead  from  the 
pole  position.  Gerhard  Berger's 
Aitows-BMW  hesitated  before 
the  first  comer  when  its  engine 
failed  to  pick  up  properly  and 
Patrick  Tambay's  Renault  hit  it 
up  the  rear,  both  cars  retiring  on 
the  spot.  Stefan  Johaonson's

Ferrari  hit  Tambay’s  car  in  turn 
and  soon  afterwards  was  retired 
at  the  pits  with  suspension 
damage. 

Senna,  who  had  Ipeen  forced 
to  switch  to  his  spare  car  aflt^  a 
mechanical  bieal^  just  before 
the  race,  went  on  to  complete  i 2 
laps  in  the  lead  before  dropping 
out  with  a broken  engine.  At 
this  point  AJboreto  took  com- 
mand, but  not  for  long, 

Riccardo  Patiese  (Alfa 
Romeo)  and  Nelson  Piquet 
(Brabharn-BMW)  had 
engaged  in  a bitter  battle  for 
eleventh  place  for  several  laps, 
with  Piquet  tiying  desperately 
to  find  a way  past  but  always 
finding  his  path  blocked.  He 
attempted  to  go  by  on  the  right 
side  approaching  the  comer 
after  the  pits  on  lap  14.  but  the 
•two  cars  touched  and  went 
spinni^  off  into  the  barriers, 
scattering  wreck^  on  the  track 
and  leaving  a slick  of  oil  on  the 
racing  line  throu^  the  ti^t 
comer. 

Next  time  round  .Alboreto 
slid  to  a stop  on  the  oil  without 
hitting  the  hairier,  levers^  out 
and  carried  on  racing  in  second 
place  behind  Prost,  but  Niki 
Lauda  nosed  bis  car  into  the 
barrier  and  was  out  of  the  race. 

Nigel  Mansell,  who  had 
start^  second  on  the  grid  with 
his  Wjlliams-Honda,  soon 
dropiped  back  with  brake  prot^

Martin  Brundle  had  to  stop 
to  have  a brake  pipe  fixed  on 
his  Tyrrell,  which  might  other- 
wise have  finished  eigth,  while 
Jonathan  Palmer  was  consider- 
ably encouraged  to  run  a full 
race  distance  with  the  new 
Zakspeed.  The  Toleman  come- 
back. however,  was  halted  by  a 
blown  turbo  after  Teo  Favi  had 
been  embroiled  in  the  midfield 
battle  behind  Patrese  and 
Piquet 

The  most  spirited  drive  of  the 
race,  though,  came  from  Albo- 
reto, who  managed  to  retake  the 
lead  from  Prost  on  Jap  24.  only 
to  stop  to  replace  damaged  tyre 
ci^t  laps  later.  He  resumed  in 
fourth  place,  moved  up  to  third 
on  lap  39  and  tiien  into  second 
place  on  lap  64  in  a perform- 
ance that  must  have  gratified 
Enzo  Ferrari  when,  as  always, 
he  watched  this  race  at  home  on 
television.

Triptych  keeps  O’Brien  flag  flying

The  l<»nd  of  ihc  O'Brien 
iamily  oi  Ballydoyle  coninued 
at  the  Curragh  on  Satuidav 
when  Triptych  became  the  flm 
filiy  to  win  the  Airlie/Coolmore 
2.000  Guineas. 

The  indOTsitable  Jacqueline, 
the  wife  of  Vincent,  and  the 
mother  of  David,  the  successful 
trainer,  was  among  the  band  of 
photographers  busily  snapping 
her  27-year-old  son  as  he  stood 
triumphantly  by  the  head  of 
.Alan  Clore's  Ally  in  the 
unsaddling  enclosure.  "It  was 
disappointing  for  Vincent  about 
Leading  Counsel.”  she  said 
afterwards,  "but  at  least  this 
shows  we  can  breed  a winner  as 
well." 

Triptych's  lime  of  1 min  49.9 
sec.  conflrmcd  the  slowness  of 
the  going.  This  must  have 
helped  her  recapture  the  ability 
that  made  her  the  top  filly  in 
last  year's  inlemaiion^  classifi- 
cation of  two-year-olds  as  she 
quickened  clear  of  Celestial 
Bounty  and  Sun  Valley.  Mac's 
ReeC  in  finishing  fourth,  did 
best  of  the  English  ChaUengers. 
Leading  Counsel  was  a well- 
beaten  sixth.

Nature  notes 


Most  of  our  resident  birds  are 
busy  feeding  their  young.  &naU. 
passerine  birds  stay  u tbe  nest  for 
about  a fortnight  after  hatddiig;  in 
that  time,  ti^y  grew  almost  to  the 
size  of  their  parents,  wbo  must  work 
feverishly  to  satisft'  tbnn.  Young, 
brown  starlings  are  already  out  of 
the  nest,  but  stifl  pursuing  tbeir 
perents.  screaming  for  food,  miough 
trees  and  over  lawns.  Summer 
visitors  b^n  breeding  laten  turtle 
doves  are  stiD  courting,  the  males 
bowing  and  the  pair  nibbii^  their 
bills  tog^en  courting  lugbtidrs 
have  a strange,  butterfljMike  fl^t 
and  dap  their  wings  in  the  dusk 
All  the  trees  are  in  young  green 
leaC  except  for  a iew  iriaines  and  arii- 
tiees.  On  blade  Italian  poplars,  the 
leaves  are  a pal^  glittering  green  as 
they  turn  in  the  wind;  sycammv 
leaves  are  smudged  with  red.  In 
northern  faedgen^  bird  dterry  is 
in  flower  it  is  a light,  airy  tree,  with 
wdl-spaced  leaves,  and  the  white 
flowers  grow  on  loi^  drooping 
spikes.  In  the  sontb  it  iow  cimte 
common,  in  paiks  and  squares.  A 
shnib  showing  similar  flowers  is 
now  the  cherry  lanrd;  but  here  tbe 
white  spikes  are  erect,' and  theJeaves 
are  dark  green,  like  those  of  tiie  true 
laurd,  or  bay-tree.
